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U.S. REDS ARE OUT TO BEAT BIG BUSINESS IN 1960 


This is an election year. While this means political rallies, political speeches, and color- 
ful whoopla to most Americans, it has a special meaning to Communists. 


Over the past 8 to 12 months, Communist Party members have been asking themselves : 
"How can we use the elections to our advantage this year?" Now, they have come up with some 
answers . 


Summed up in a quick sentence, they are out to do three main things: 1) Kick big business 
out of power; 5 Weaken or break up the two major political parties; and, 3) Project them- 
selves as leaders in political movements outside the two major political parties. 


A fourth objective, which has been a primary one till now, is to influence the position of 
candidates on issues such as disarmament, nuclear testing, and civil rights through such devices 
as marches, protests, rallies, and mass petitions. 


Gus Hall, the Communist Party's new leader, is working on the stated belief that "the world 
system of socialist states is emerging as the cornerstone for all future progress" and that the capi- 
talist world is breaking up.

Reds Hope For Gains In 1960 


He sees the 1960 political elections as a "specific type of mass activity" which Communists 
can exploit to speed the victory of Communism and the defeat of all its opponents. 


"The strategic aim," says Hall, "is the unseating of this group (big business) from power." 
In the economic sense he sees big businessmen as the obstacle which Communists must overcome if 
they are to succeed in the United States. 


Further, he figures he can beat big business via political agitation and maneuver. The first 
stage in this plan is to break up the power of the two major political parties. His program is to: 


1. Project an image of the Communist Party as "the crusading party of the American 
working class." 

2. Form alliances with non-Communist groups in labor, business, farming, and among 
Negroes aimed at attacking the power of "big business." 

3. Persuade non-Communist groups that they cannot be effective politically in the two 
major political parties unless they have their own independent political organizations, 
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that these organizations must have grassroots foundations, and that these organizations 
can break away from the two major parties and act independently. 





The traditional aim of U.S. Communists has been to form a third party which they can use 
to reach supreme political power in the U.S. Several attempts of this kind have failed. En- 
couraged by the rising power of the Communist bloc, they are now trying it again. 


Start With Specific Issues 


Significantly, Gus Hall is urging Communists to take specific issues such as "total dis- 
armament, federal enforcement of laws with regard to civil rights, the 30-hour week, government 
aid to victims of automation" and so on and to build political struggles around them. 


By taking the lead in crusading for improvements some people want, Hall figures the 
Communists will build a reputation for being a Party of crusaders on behalf of the working man 
and against big business. 


By keeping their own long range objectives in mind, they can use the leadership they ex- 
pect to gain by such maneuvers in order to further their own drive for political power. 


Quite cynically, Gus Hall comments, "Masses in motion, while in a specific action, do 
not inscribe on their stats the slogans that indicate the logical and final overall conclusion or 
goal of such struggles. The banners carry only the demands and slogans of the moment. 


"But to my out its responsibilities, the leadership must have a larger view, a deeper 
understanding of the unity that this specific field of action has with other like actions, and the 
cumulative effect — the qualitative change — the quantitive change that such unity brings about." 


Put another way, the Communists have started to manipulate the masses of people, to 
achieve political victories for themselves. This is a challenge to all Americans, but it is, first of 
all, a challenge to our political and our business leaders to provide effective, anti-Communist 
leadership to all the American people. 


HOW COMMUNISTS ENSLAVE INTELLECTUALS 


Communist intellectuals have ostensibly been hamessed to the Red chariot in Communist 
China. Writers, journalists, painters, musicians no longer express what they may feel as indi- 
viduals. No. They now praise Communist construction. 


Shen Yen-ping, Red China's Minister of Culture, credits much of this intellectual enthu- 
siasm to the so-called "rectification" campaign of the past few years. This was a simple 
Communist technique. You get everyone to express his opinion freely, take down names and 
numbers, then ship the “rightists" off to correction camps after shaming them before the peasants 
and workers. 


This system works fine, says Shen. This year, "the cultural and art workers, as a result of 
the victory of the rectification campaign and the antirightist struggle, enthusiastically responded 
to the call of the Party for participating in labor training in rural areas and factories. As a re- 
sult, their ideological consciousness has been elevated immensely." 


One might call this a “back to the mines" system. Send all of your great artists, painters, 
authors, and musicians out to dig potatoes, mine coal, and fire steel furnaces in order to purify 
their ideological consciousnesses . 


The Reds Are "Boss" 


Actually, it's an effective method of proving who is boss. Shen admits, "We must continue 
an unceasing struggle against bourgeois thinking and revisionist ideas in the field of literature and 
art. After the founding of New China, a series of victories in the struggle against bourgeois 
thinking have been achieved under the Party's leadership, repeatedly dealing heavy blows to the 
bourgeois thinking, insuring the implementation of the Party's policy toward literature and art, 
and creating a direct impetus for the speedy development of our socialist literature and art." 


Shen continues, "By dint of these ideological struggles, the cultural and art workers have 
received an impressive iivontion of great significance and their ideological consciousness has 
been steadily elevated. At present, the leading position of Marxist-Leninist ideology has already, 
in the main, been established in the literature and arts of our country." 


Party Policy Strict 


And what is the Party's policy? Just this. “We must insist on the principle of integrating 
unity <pen thinking with variety in the styles, themes, and forms of art. We must, on the 
one hand, utilize the six political criteria laid down by Chairman Mao in his ‘Questions Con- 
cerning the Correct Handling of Contradictions Among the People’ as a standard for distinguishing 
right from wrong, . . . . and fully mobilize the enthusiasm of cultural and art workers and en- 
courage those of different schools of thought to carry out free debate and promote free competi- 
tion in all styles and forms of literature and art." 


Isn't that a picture! All writers and artists obeying a single-minded rule from Chairman 
Mao on pain of dire punishments on one hand, while Site encouraged to "free" debate and "free" 
competition on the other, Of course, the reason is clear, No matter what the cultural workers 
do, they cannot be completely right. Being partly wrong, at best, they are continually at the 
mercy of Party hacks. They can be prosecuted at any time at the whim of the Party and for what 
appears to be a valid and just reason, 


Thus we learn from the Red Chinese Minister of Culture how modern men can be cowed, 
terrified and enslaved with a minimum use of police force. Freedom comes from knowing for 
sure the boundaries of your individual rights. Remove these boundaries, and place their definition 
at the whim of the political bosses, and you have destroyed freedom. 


In this confused world, all this sometimes takes place before the victims fully realize what 
has happened to them. Shen might have added to his report to the National People's Congress in 
Peiping in April that he was reciting the story of Red China's enslavement. 


ALL STOPS PULLED IN COMMUNIST ATTACK ON WEST GERMANY 


Moscow used every trick it knew to weaken West Germany's world position prior to the 
Paris Summit talks. 


Moscow's charges ran the gamut from anti-Semitism to a revival of Naziism. Proclamations 


by youth meetings and even a mock trial of a West German cabinet minister were staged for propa- 
ganda advantage to Moscow. 


The aim of all this was to convince the world that West German policies imperiled peace 
and threatened to block progress at the Summit meeting. 


That the charges were not true had little to do with the case, as the Communists presented 
it. Khrushchev wants to kick the Western powers out of West Berlin. Even more, he wants the 
world public to believe that the hopes of mankind for a stable peace are linked with the efforts of 
the Soviet Union. 
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Propaganda attacks from Communists in Moscow and elsewhere are pretty standard. But two 
devices wel against the West Germans deserve some mention. 


Youth Meet In London 


The first was a meeting of youth in London, billed under the imposing title of Intemational 
Youth and Students Conference for Nuclear Disarmament. The meeting concluded April 14 with 
an appeal to settle the German issue and to prohibit the nuclear arming of West Germany. 


The Youth Conference further urged the Western powers "to achieve a peaceful settlement 
in Europe, which would provide for the banning of the production or deployment of nuclear 
weapons in both parts of Germany." 


Communists, of course, were well represented at the so-called youth meeting. A permanent 
coordination committee was set up to hold future meetings if this was necessary. Representatives 
were elected to it from Britain, France, and India, and a consultative committee was formed of 
representatives from all youth organizations of the Soviet Union, Hungary, East Germany, the 
U.S., Canada, West Germany, Japan, Ceylon, and Ghana. 


The youth meeting was held under the approving eye of James Endicott, a member of the 
Presidium of the World Peace Council, one of the Communists' largest world front organizations. 


While the Youth Conference was going on in London, the Communists drummed up the idea 
of a public trial, in absentia, of West German Minister Theodor Oberlaender. The mock trial, 
held in Moscow, was to provide a basis for propaganda to the effect that Oberlaender was a Nazi 
and a war criminal. 


Mock Trial A Farce 


The primary charge of Moscow was that the then Captain Oberlaender commanded the 
Nightingale Battalion of Ukranian Nationalists during World War II, and that, under his orders, 
many Soviet officers and soldiers were shot. The Communists also alleged by inuendo that 
Oberlaender has a hand in promoting the undermining of Communism in the countries of Eastern 
Europe now run by the Communists. 


By such attacks, the Communists hope to blacken the reputation of West Germany on the 
eve of the Summit talks in which Western leaders' feelings toward West Germany will be crucial 
to the agreements made or rejected. 


Every analysis made by "Freedom's Facts" indicates that the free world has reached a point 
of crisis with Moscow. The virulence of Moscow's attacks on West Germany underscores the 
Communists' willingness to do everything short of military attack to achieve their objectives. 


One of the facts which obviously must be worrying Communist leaders is that in the four 
days of the long Easter weekend, 4,252 refugees from East German Communism escaped into West 
Germany. They slip into West Berlin and are flown to Western Germany. 

Significantly, the West German Minister responsible for handling refugees from East Ger- 
many is none other than Theodor Oberlaender. No wonder the Communists don't like him. 

MOSCOW STRESSES "IDEOLOGICAL" WAR ON THE FREE WORLD 
Soviet Premier Nikita Khrushchev has declared "ideological" war on nearly everyone in the 


free world. The declaration appeared in the Soviet Party magazine "Kommunist" No. 16, 1959. 
It was reprinted in English in "Political Affairs" April 1960. 
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By "ideological war" Moscow means struggle short of military conflict. Khrushchey stated 
the policy in his "Foreign Affairs" article last year. "The main thing," he said, "is to stick to 
the position of ideological struggle without resorting to arms to have our way." 


To put it in blunt Anglo-Saxon, Khrushchev wants to gain world victory for Communism 
without having to use the Red army in battle. 


Co-existence — A Puzzling Question 


Peaceful co-existence is a question not simply of co-existence of different states but of 
states belonging to opposite social systems. Khrushchev wants peaceful co-existence between 
the Communist bloc and the free world. Most accurately, he wants the free world to recognize 
the Communist right to rule countries now run by Communists and to stop “propaganda, provoca- 
tions, the spreading of rumors which may bring turmoil and discord in the life of society." 


In this sense, peaceful co-existence is a protective position for Moscow and the Communist 
bloc. If the free world agrees to this, it agrees to abandon all the people inside the Communist 
bloc who are yearning for a democratic society. 


Communist Theory Of Ideological War 


The ideological war concept is basic in Communist theory. This says that there is a world- 
wide struggle going on between capitalism and socialism — between those societies run by capi- 
talists and those run by Communists. Communists claim that "there can be only one outcome in 
this struggle — the complete victory of the working class." 


So, to Communists, ideological war is — as Khrushchev said — the use of all means short 
of large-scale military action to achieve world Communist victory. Thus, ideological war 
represents Moscow's aggressive position against the free world just as peaceful co-existence 
represents its defensive position to protect Communist rule where it now exists. 


The Communists know that what they propose to do under the policy of ideological war is 
called "cold war" by most people outside the Communist bloc. How then can Communists say 
they are against the "cold war?" It's easy: 


"Kommunist" magazine explains that by "cold war" Communists mean "the use of all means, 
including the means of propaganda above all for preparing and kindling a real war, a ‘hot war', 
as well as regularly interfering in the internal affairs of other countries with the object of over- 
throwing the system existing there." 


What does this statement mean? Taken at face value it sounds like a proposal to call a 
truce between the U.S. and its allies on one side and the USSR and its satellites on the other. 
But, of course, it cannot be taken at face value. 


The Shield And The Sword 


Communists believe this statement completely when it applies to the Communist bloc. Any 
encouragement to freedom-loving people inside the Communist bloc is regarded as "interfering in 
the internal affairs of other countries." Yet, Communist interference in the internal affairs of 
countries in the Middle East, Asia, Africa, Latin America, Europe, and even the U.S. are called 
a part of the "ideological struggle". 


Peaceful co-existence is the shield — and ideological war is the sword — of current Com- 


munist foreign policy. 


The United States does not appear to have defensive or offensive weapons of this kind, nor 
do many people in the free world appear to even understand the kind of struggle we are engaged 
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in with the Communists. Concerned almost solely with military affairs, we tend to ignore the 
economic, ideological, and social battlefields on which Communists expect to defeat us. 


Where is the biggest battlefield right now? "Kommunist" says that the big battlefield in 
ideological war is the "masses of the people, many millions strong," who have begun to move and 
want to decide for themselves "what social system ensures them a better life, one worthy of man." 


With this state of affairs in the world "the eyes of all people are fixed on what is going on 
in the socialist and capitalist worlds. Under such conditions it is not words which assume de- 
cisive ideological importance but deeds — the standard of welfare of the working people in the 
particular country, their economic and social gains, their achievements in the sphere of democ- 
racy, science and culture, and the rate of their progress". 


You find these themes repeated day after day, hour after hour, in Communist propaganda 
directed at people inside and outside the Communist bloc. These are the themes of Communist 
propaganda to peoples in explosive Africa, the Middle East and Latin America. Communists 
want to win these people for Communism and against every other system. 


To use the phrase of a famous U.S. Naval hero, this is a struggle in which "We have not 
yet begun to fight". Unfortunately, it is also a struggle in which we have already suffered a 
number of major losses. 


HOW IDEOLOGICAL IS MOSCOW'S "IDEOLOGICAL" WAR? 


Soviet Communists recently claimed in their Party magazine, "Kommunist", (No. 16, 
1959) that they are opposed to interfering in other countries' internal affairs and that they are 
opposed to subversion. 


One can only assume that they mean this only in respect to activities inside the Communist 
bloc. For evidence is abundant that Communists interfere in the internal affairs of the United 
States and that they promote subversion here. 


On February 2, 1960, Leonard Patterson, a former member of the Communist Party, USA, 
testified before the Senate Committee on the Judiciary's Subcommittee to Investigate the 
Administration of the Internal Security Act and Other Internal Security Laws. 


Testimony of this kind gets very little, if any, general press coverage. The only people 
who hear the facts are the Senators and the Senate staff members involved. The American people, 
who are called on to vote and to express their opinions on important national policies, never get 
these facts. 


This is an unsatisfactory condition, as the following testimony by Leonard Patterson 
indicates. 


Patterson Testimony 


Patterson testified that as a Communist Party member he attended the Lenin School in 
Moscow along with such individuals as Gus Hall, current head of the Communist Party, USA. 


While at the Lenin School, Patterson said he and Hall and others attended courses on 
military strategy, on the erection of barricades, on methods of sabotage, how to use explosives, 
and guerilla warfare. 


Patterson further testified that he was given to understand that "The American Communist 
Party was to carry out the directives set by the Communist Intemational, to concentrate upon five 
major important districts, the Illinois District, the Pittsburgh District, the Detroit District, the 
New York District, and the Ohio District." 
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The aim in these areas, Patterson said, was to organize the workers in the key industries, 
namely, the steel industry, around Pittsburgh, Ohio and Illinois; the coal industry and the 
unemployed. He testified that he was told that "the Communist Party should immediately begin 
to organize mass violations in the Southern States, and particularly against any Jim Crow prac- 
tices, against anything that the Negro was denied." 


This was all in the early 1930's. Patterson testified, too, that at that time they analyzed 
in Moscow the strategy of the bonus march in the 1930's. Said Patterson, "We knew that the 
Communist Party was the organizer and the leader of the bonus march and the criticism we gave 
was of the leadership of the Party in this march." 


Suddenly, Patterson Quit 


Subsequently, after returning to the U.S. Patterson decided to leave the Communist Party. 
His reasons are of interest today. He said that in 1937 he was “Communist Party chairman of the 
longshoreman's group in Philadelphia." His job was to organize the longshoremen. He continued, 
"And during the second west coast strike out in Frisco we were able to tie up the Port of Phila- 
delphia from Gurard Point to Port Richmond, to strike that port in sympathy. And while we 
struck it in sympathy, we put forward some basic demands that we had in Philadelphia. We called 
for more men in the gangs and increase in pay, et cetera." 


The upshot was that the stevedore companies in Philadelphia agreed to the demands. Yet, 
Patterson said, "| was instructed by the Party under no conditions must the strike be settled. | 
must keep those men on strike in sympathy with the west coast longshoremen, that to settle the 
strike in Philadelphia would be stabbing the west coast longshoremen in the back." 


Patterson said that with his men penniless and facing Thanksgiving, he just did not see the 
Party's point of view. So he settled the strike, and for that, he was kicked out of the Party. 


Patterson is a Negro. And what is his view today. He told the Senate Subcommittee, "| 
have travelled in Russia. | have lived there almost two years. | went almost all over Russia and 
| saw how the people live in Russia. . . .With all the shortcomings that we have in the United 
States, if you want to put it on a racial basis, or a Negro basis, we American Negroes are better 
off, not only than the minorities in Russia, but the so-called Great Russians themselves ." 
Patterson's current job — a taxi-cab driver in New York City. 


This kind of testimony gives a down-to-earth slant on the Russian Communists’ talk about not 
interfering in internal affairs of other countries, about not causing turmoil and not promoting sub- 
version. By their own statements at the infamous meeting of Communist Party leaders in Moscow 
in 1956, they still include the fomenting of violence and civil war as part of their drive for power 
in free enbdeianiieks 


Only one conclusion is possible. The Red's ideological war is not as tame as the words 
make it sound. Its means include sabotage, subversion, civil disobedience, social and political 
turmoil, and civil war. 


STRAWS IN THE RED WIND 


A CHINESE-AFRICAN FRIENDSHIP ASSOCIATION has been formed in Peiping to support 
"the just struggle of the African people against imperialism and colonialism . . .(and to). . . 
enhance friendly relations between the Chinese people and the people of Africa." The 17 organi- 
zations forming the Association include the All-China Federation of Trade Unions, the All-China 
Youth Federation, the Women's Federation, the China Peace Committee, the Chinese Committee 
for Afro-Asian Solidarity, the Chinese People's Association for Cultural Relations with Foreign 
Countries, and other federations covering literature, art, journalism, foreign trade, sports, polit- 
ical science, foreign affairs, science, medicine, plus the China Islamic Association. 
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COMMUNIST GAINS IN SPAIN are predicted by Fernando Claudin, Secretary of the 
Communist Party of Spain, as the result of "the easing of international tensions." He reasons that 
many Spaniards who would like to join the Communist Party are now afraid to do so because of 
strong opposition to Communists in Spain and throughout the free world. Easing of international 
tensions would mean easing of opposition to Communist activities in Spain as in other countries, 
thus aiding the Communist cause. 


UNITY FROM BELOW is the tactic being used by Communists to spread their influence in 
West Germany. Basis of the technique are meetings with non-Communist socialists on a grassroots 
level and the circulation of Communist newspapers among non=Communists. Similar grassroots 
approaches are being encouraged by Communist Parties all over the world. One advantage from 
the Red point of view: non-Communist leaders who do not keep close touch with grassroots feel- 
ing can a toppled out of power before they know what hit them, 


BRITISH GUIANI's CHEDDI JAGAN has promised to "seek help from non-British sources 
to liberate ourselves from Britain." Among these sources: Cuba's Fidel Castro, Venezuela's 
Romulo Betancourt, and various African leaders. Jagan was quoted in "National Guardian" 
(April 18) as saying that Britain which gets one-third of its income from "invisibles" is in a vul- 
nerable position, adding, "Perhaps. . . socialism will come to Britain through the back door".
